Thus did our Saviour. inſtru Princes how they ſhould 
reign, and inform'd them that the- Nobility-and Renown 
of Kings does not conſiſt fo much in being by the Sub. 
jets well obeyed, as in being to God very obedient : Of 
this maxim depends the Settlement of Crowns, and the 
Preſervation of Monarchies. ' The Prince that- obſerves 
what God intimates, that'holds i&/one hand the. Scepter 
of the Kingdom towards Authority, and in the other the 
Book of the Law towards its Obfervance, will be a true 
Prince, a great Monarch: He that, fatisfied with the 
Scepter, 'takes no heed!of - the Book, will be King in the. 
Title', but will not-glitter with the Splendor of King. 
A King is a rational Sun ; therefore djd Chriſt in his Birth 
ſtile himſelt Sun, orietur vob ſol, Mala,q. but at ſuch a rate 
Sun, that therein the -Grandicur of the Majeſty borrows 
its Brightneſs from the Obſervance of 'the Law: A juſt 
Princes a bright Sun ; a Prince little obſervant is a cloud- 
ed Sun, in whom the Breaches of the Law can't clinge 
with rhe Lights of the Perſon : hear the proof in a com- 
mon, but well canvaſs'd Text. |

God in. the Mount a confortio ſermonis- Do- 
mini, what reaſon can there be, that the ſecond. time he 
was in Gods Company and Diſcourſe, he appear'd fo ſhin- 
ing, bur the firſt time nothing glittering ? In three words 
does the Scripture'ſolve the difficulty, confregit tabulas leg, 
Exod. 31. in the firſt occafion Moſes at the foot of the. Moun- 
tain broke the: Tables of the Law ,. the ſecond. time he 
brought them intire; and it was the ſame in Moſes to break 
the Tables as to eclipſe his Lights, it was the ſame to leave 
the Law ſhatter'd,. as to. appear with his perſon clouded ; 
therefore. did the Sons of /ſrael view him: the firſt. time 


ſhort of brightneſs, beholding him the ſecond envirord with . 


ſplendors: a wonderful example ! that it was enough. for 
God to. ſee in Moſes but the material breach of the Law, 
and that too. done for the Zeal of his. Honour, to flrip him 
the ſame inſtant of the Rays wherewith he had deck'd him 
in the Mount :. How cgn it agree then, ſays S. Berxard, that 
the Crown be very glittering, where there 1s commonly ſo much 
breach of the Law of God 2 how can. Princes. illuminate like 
Suns, if they darken with their vices their ſplendors 2 how can 
they be maſters of Light, when by their fins they become ſlaves 
ſhadows, peccati ſervus quomodo fiet lucis. moderator 2. 
God has plac'd Princes on.carth to be Images of his Pow- 
er; and Repreſentation of his Sovereignty, whence. FZermes. 
Triſmegi/ſtus came to ſtile. them. the laſt. of the God's, but the

Hence it is a neceſſary inference that nothing ſo ſuits the 
. State of Princes, as the obſervance of the Laws, 'it being 
the only method to render them Noble at home and a- 
broad ; at home by the Love it purchaſes them ſrom their 
Natives,abroad by the Terror it ſtrikes into Strangers. The 
wiſe King Age/ilaus being demanded which of the two was 
morc renown'd in a Prince, to be text, or to be 7«/7, he an- 
ſwer'd that Juſtice was ſo far a Royal Vertue beyond For- 
titude, that this was uſeleſs, when the other-commanded: 
more Provinces were purchas'd by ſome Rowan 
Antoninus, Emperors for the opinion of their ReCtitude, 
Pits. than of their Power; their Juſtice reach'd fur- 
ther than their Launces, their Equity did fly 

beyond their Eagles. IM | 

Ot rhis ReQitude in the Sovereign Rulers will infue the 
Reformation of Subje&ts: the one is neceſſary ſequel to the 
other : no other Law is needful for correCting our aCtions, 
than the good Preſident of our Commanders ; all do hold 
for Rule what they 'praftice : the Example of Princes is 
_ Law-with Soul, that moves without violence, and oblipes 
with Suavity. Ir appears more eaſie to Caſſodorus that all 
Nature ſhould err, than that the Subjefts be naught when 
the Princes are reforn?d. What great Prophets could not 
purchaſe by their Threatnings, nor eminent Preachers by 
their Exhortations, a Prince can compals by his Example. 
More impreſſion made the Pennance of their King in the 
Ninivites, than the Preaching of Jonas, Fon.3. All the Apo- 
{tles were not able to convert the Roman Empire with their 
Claw: divine Zeal and prodigious Works, and one Prince's
